“Without having given the mat- 
ter. much study since’ my return 
to the city Monday, I feel the 
city will oppose any rise in the 
basic streetcar and bus fare,” 
Mayor Darst said. 

He indicated he would not look 
unfavorably on a system of zone 
fares, but would not take a posi- 
tion on the particular zone systeni

ayor had favored a zone fare 
system last year during hearings 
on a company proposal to boost 
the fare from 10 cénts to 12 cents.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16%AP)—

With the Cardinals in the 
second division, or even obvi- 
ously not a pennant contender, 
the shopping baseball fans eas- 
ily could throw more of their 
entertainment money into the 
Brownie ‘coffers. The enter- 
tainment seeker isn’t going to 
spend his dough to hear Os- 
wald Sourriote and Minnie Flat- 
tonsil if he can go across the 
street: and be entertained by 
Ezio Pinza and. Mary Martin. 
And for vears the Cardinals 
have had the Pinzas and the 
Martins. 

Time was when it was the 
other way around. Back in the 
days of George Sisler, Johnny 
Tobin, Urban Shocker, Dixie 
Davis, Herb Pruett and Walter 
Gerber, the Browns in one sea- 
son drew more than 700.000 
cash customers.’ That was in 
the days of sunshine baseball, a 
truly amazing turnout at 
Sportsman's Park. 


When St. Louis Was 
American League City. 
HAT was one of the best 
T early years in St. Louis. The 
Browns finished second and 
the Cardinals, tied with Pitts- 
burgh for third at the end of 
the campaign, drew 536,342. 
But with the Browns in the 
spotlight as a result of their 
1922 splurge, the fans went 
American League and the Card- 


inal attendance tailed off in 
1923, down t6 338,548. 


Winning their first pennant - 
in 1926, the Cardinals played 
to only 681,575 at home, but 
the next year’they went over 
the 700,000 mark, drawing 763,- 
615. They topped that with 
776,769 in 1928, another pen- 
nant year. and the pendulum 
was swinging hard. St. Louis 
was becoming a National 
League city. | 


Many factors have been cited 
as contributing to the suprem- 
acy of the Cardinals at the gate 
in recent years. But most of 
‘ those factors, such as satura- 
tion of the territory with bro 
casts by the very capable team 
of Harry Caray and Gabby 
Street, depend in large measure 
on the No, 1 factor, which is 
the standing of the club. For 
a time the reputation of the 
Cardinals would-.keep the turn- 
stiles clicking regardless of the 
state of the flag race. But let 
the Browns finish third for two 
or three years, with the Cardi- 
nals lower in their race, and 
you'd see a different division of 
the fans’ baseball dollars. 


Angel for the DeWitts 
Would Help Materially. 


HERE’S one thing that the 

Browns must do, of course, 

if they are to build up fan 
interest. They must keep the 
good players they have. And 
the best news Brownie fans 
could hear would be a state- 
ment by Bill and Charley that 
they could see their way clear, 
at least for a year or two, with- 
out the necessity of selling any 
players to keep the machinery 
in motion. # 

No doubt about the Browns 
having valuable asséts. Pitcher 
Ned Garver and Catcher Sher- 
man Lollar probably would 
bring $250,000 if American 
League clubs were invited to 
bid for the battery. But Gar- 
ver.and Lollar must remain 
here, if the Browns are to build 
up box office popularity. Then 
with a Lenhardt here and a 
come-back Sievers there, the 
Browns colild begin to break 
even with the tougher clubs 
and manhandle the weaker 
ones.

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Brutalizing Morals 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 


One of the depressing and relatively 
unnoticed results of our permanent 
world crisis has been the brutalizing of 
American moral standards. At the be- 
ginning of the 1939-1945 war there was 
a good deal of discussion about whether 
it was justified to bomb an industrial 
target if thereby civilians would suffer. 
After a while we decided that that point 
of view was naive, and became as sav- 
age as the Germans in our bombings. 

Ten years later the moral issue has 
ceased to exist. The decision whether 
to drop atomic bombs on all the major 
Russian cities in case .of war is being 
argued entirely on the viewpoints of: 
can we do it, would it win the war if 
we did? We are s0 panicky that a re- 
cent letter in this column’ saying that 
for the sake of the mothers of America 
we should A-bomb right away in Korea 
and end everything ts not unusual. 

' The bomb-droppers argue that war 
leaves no room for sentimental ideals. 
Perhaps. But habits of brutality are 
easy to acquire. If we believe that 
there are no standards of morality in 
the way re fight our Communist ene- 
mies, we Will gradually adopt the same 
attitudes towards those we consider our 
enemies at home. Ten years from now 
we may have learned to treat our fellow 
Americans as brutally as the Nazis or 
Communists would. .

Bad for the Bench 


A serious and wholly unnecessary loss in 
prestige has just been suffered by the federal 
courts of this country. This blow to the United 
States bench, in which all citizens need to have 
confidence and which all should respect, results 
from a political struggle between the President 
and the Senate, now won by the latter. 

President Truman nominated Carroll O. 
Switzer to be Federal Judge in Southern Iowa 
without consulting Democratic Senator Gillette 
of that State. Similarly, he appointed M. Neil 
Andrews to be Federal Judge in Northern 
Géorgia without obtaining the approval of the 
Democratic Senators from Georgia. . 

In lowa, Senator Gillette protested that the 
Switzer appointment “was the result of partisan 
dickering.” He said that he would oppose con- 
firmation. The President nominated Mr. Switzer 
anyway and Mr. Switzer took his seat under a 
recess appointment. For some time he has been 
sitting on the bench and handling cases. 

The Georgia story is much the same. Senator 
Russell says that he and Senator George were 
asked by the Department of Justice to make a 
recommendation for the vacant judgeship. He 
says they made the recommendation only to 
have it ignored by the White House. Whereupon 
he served notice that he would -oppose the 
Andrews nomination. Yet the President named 
Mr. Andrews, who also took a seat on the bench 
under the recess appointment. 

Thus, Mr. Truman sought to foree the Senate 
to take these two judicial appointees though they 
were opposed by the Senators from Iowa and 
Georgia. The Senate did not yield. It stood by 
“senatorial courtesy,” an old Senate practice. 

This leaves Judges Switzer and Andrews under 
a cloud. They can serve until this Congress ad- 
journs. If either takes another recess appoint- 
ment, and serves without being confirmed, he 
cannot draw any pay. Additional recess appoint- 
ments would be a continuation of the White 
House pressure on the Senate... If not confirmed 
they eventually will have to leave the bench. 

This prospect of a Federal Judge: being thus 
forced off the bench is not impossible at all. In 
1926 President Coolidge nominated W. J. Tilson 
to be a Federal.Judge in Georgia. The Senate 
rejected the appointment. Coolidge gave his 
choice a series of recess appointments, but in the 
end the Judge resigned rather than continue as 
the victim in the row between the White House 
and the Senate. It took a special act to pay him 
for the time he had served after rejection. 

Perhaps Mr. Truman’s appointees have the 
makings of good judges. Perhaps they are bet- 
ter fitted for the bench than the men the Sen- 
ators would like to see on it. If so, it is all 
the more unwise to make them the victims of 
a political tug of war, Fitness, of course, is the 
first consideration in a judicial appointment. It 
is of little worth, however, if it is not supported 
by enough administrative tact to give it a chance 
to display itself. 

Mr. Truman knows better than to get himself 
into this kind of a jam. He, like. Presidents 
Harding, Buchanan, Monroe and Jackson, served 
in the Senate. As a Senator, he was one of the 
more jealous protectors of senatorial preroga- 
tives. He once told the people of St. Louis that 
the Collector of Internal Revenue in this city 
would be “Hannegan or nobody!” It was ex- 
pected that as President he would get along 
with the Senate better than executives who did 
not know its customs. 

But if the President invited trouble, so did 
Judges Switzer and Andrews when they began 
to handle cases before they were confirmed. It is 
hard to believe that arrangements could not 
have been made for some’ district to spare a 
confirmed judge part-time to handle litigation. 

This is a pretty sorry demonstration of democ- 
racy at work. 


Dewey Short’s Crystal Ball 

In assailing the Democratic Administration for 
unpreparedness in Korea, Representative Dewey 
Short, the political shepherd of the Ofark hills, 
indicates he knew all along that there would be 
trouble there. When he visited Korea in 1946, 
he says, it was apparent that Russia would move 
in as soon as the Americans moved out. 

It's odd, but we just can’t recall any Paul Re- 
vere ride by Dewey Short to warn the nation of 
the impending danger in Korea. 

In 1946, the year of his trip to the Far East, 
the Republican from Galena, Mo., was busy lead- 
ing a movement against extension of-the draft. 
The news files strangely do not record any cru- 
sade of his to strengthen our forces in Korea. 

In 1948, Representative Short was again striv- 
ing mightily to terminate the draft act. He de- 
clared that Soviet Russia didn’t want and 
couldn't wage war, and that therefore the draft 
was unjustified. President Truman’s claim of a 
world emergency, said Dewey Short in 1948, “is 
largely a personal, political emergency of Presi- 
dent Truman.” 

In 1949, Representative Short still saw fair 
skies on the world horizon. He voted to cut 
arms aid to Europe by 50 per cent, and of 
course he voted against extension of the Mar- 
shall plan. And last February he was paired 
against the bill to provide economic aid for For- 
mosa-and Korea. 

If Dewey Short saw what was coming in Ko- 
rea, he kept mighty quiet about it. And 
must be the first fecorded instance in which 
Dewey Short kept mighty quiet about anything.

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Balkanizing St. Louis 

Mayor Darst leaves much to be desired in his 
approach to the Public Service Co.’s application 
for a fare increase. While announcing that the 
city will oppose the application, he indicates that 
it may favor the company’s proposed zone fare 
system -if any increase is granted. 

In the last fare hearing before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, the city supported 
the company’s unsuccessful effort to install a 
suburban zone proposal. That was a mistake, 
and Mayor Darst will be just as wrong if he 
supports the present proposal. 

The objection is not to zone fares as such. 
There may be some plausibility in the contention 
that a passenger who rides 15 miles should pay 
more than one who rides two miles, though the 
appropriateness of this principle to an area the 
size of St. Louis remains to be proved. 

What makes the company’s present plan un- 
acceptable is the particular way in which it pro- 
poses to establish the fare zones. Generally the 
break point would be at or near the city limits, 
with the result that passengers would pay one 
fare within the city, and two or three fares be- 
tween city and county points. 

It should be obvious to Mayor Darst that the 
city limits are a purely artificial boundary in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area. If the area as a 
whole is to progress, that boundary line should 
become increasingly less important instead. of 
being fortified and emphasized by & fare struc- 
ture which balkanizes the area and perpetuates 
obsolete divisions. Any zone system, if there is 
to be one, should be based on mileage and not 
on an artificial separation of suburban com- 
munities from the city proper. 

It may be natural enough that the Public Serv- 
ice Co. should wish to load the extra fares on 
the suburban lines. Those are the longest hauls 
and the least profitable ones. But the commu- 
nity needs a transit system which will provide 
the cheapest possible and freest possible move- 
ment between all parts of the metropolitan area. 
It needs transportation that will knit the area 
together rather than cut it into compartments. 
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Senator Ives vs. Senator Taft 


Senator Ives of New York has. shown himself 
on occasions in the past to be one of the most 
forward-looking members on the Republican side 
in Congress. He demonstrates this quality again 
by leading the fight in the minority to obtain 
Senate agreement on home front controls legis- 
lation which would enable the President to freeze 
prices and wages without further delay.

the nomination.

Another Blow to the 
Barrymore Legend

ADIO doesn’t go in-for revivals very often, so 


it’s rather surprising to come upon two of them 
at once—one altogether satisfactory, the othef 
deplorable. “Information, Please” is be- 
ing given a four-week 
experimental run on 
four stations — WOR, 
New York, KNEC in 
San Francisco, WIRA 
in Madison, Wis., and 
WGY in Schenectady. 
And N.B.C., by popu- 
lar request — it says 
here in a press re- 
lease—is trotting out 
those old John Barry- 
more transcriptions of 

Shakespeare. 
James Fleming, who 
edited the 13-year-old 
Barrymore programs, 
explains apologetical- 
ly: “The broadcasts 
were not intended as streamlined versions of the 
plays. Rather, they were Barrymore improvising 
around Shakespeare.” They certainly were. Fiem- 
ing should have pointed out, too, that the original 
programs were part of that endless C.B.S.-N.B.C. 
feud. C.B.S. had lined up Burgess Meredith for 
what it claimed was to be the first “Hamlet” ever 
heard on the air. N.B.C. then got John Barrymore 
out of the saloon and .hurled him up against 
Meredith—same time, same day ‘June 24, 1937), 
same play.

IT’S’ DIFFICULT ,BO TELL how good the orig- 
inal broadcasts were, though there are grounds for 
suspicion that they were pretty bad.

IN BARRYMORE’'S DEFENSE, I ought to say 
that neither he nor the Bard could compete success- 
fully against the sound effects dubbed in by Flem- 
ing.
